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1. In order to facilitate Cl I? s research on the CATIDE D/A case, 

we cite in paragraph 3 4 chronology of our Knowledge of the case and are 
forwarding under separate cover, descriptions and/or photographs of some of 
the personnel who we think might have been directly involved v/ith the case. 

This does not mean, of course, that all of them participated or that , others 
might not also have been involved. 

Identity 1 - is the Chief of the CATIDE equivalent to Chief of KUDESK. He 
.is known to have been on trips in the case during October, November <fc December 
1964. He and Iden 5 and 6 were on a dry run for the operation on 15 October 
1964. Identity 1 was in charge of the entire operation and gave us the descrip- 
tions indicated. On 9 December he stated the case had been run "last week". 

Identity 2 - is Identity-l's deputy and Chief of Evaluations also known to 
have been away from his office in November and December 1964 but claimed to 
know nothing of the case/. However, he and Identity 4 were "away on business" 
on 27 November 1964. 

Identity 3 - is Chief of Operations for Identity 1 who _w£^de finitely concerned 
with the operation. He would be our candidate for the talkative officer since 
he is inclined that way. He definitely was not on the dry run in October. 

Identity 4 - is a high level technician working in Iden-3*s shop to Whom we 
turned over the audio device. He would most likely have supervised the technical 
end of the audio surveillance. 

Identity 5 - is Deputy Chief of Operations for Northern Germany and Northern 
countries and according to Identity 3 was conducting the "dry run in place" In 
October 1964. - /} 

• C =* 

Identity 6 - is a desk or case officer working for Identity 3 who was also on 
the "dry run" trip. He was also "away on business" on the 27th of November. 

We know very little about "wn. have din»nt contact with him and if he 

should be known to either D or £ 3 we would appreciate anything 

we can get on him especially true name and description. . . . 
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Identity 7 - is sort of a trouble shooter for Identity 1. He is In charge 
of the office if Idens 1, 2, and 3 are away and ranks high on the staff. He, 
too, was away on 27 November 1964 and on several trips during October, November 
and December 1964. 

Identity 8 - is UJDREADFUL. He is our prime candidate for "the case officer 
who became controlled by his agent". In this connection the phrase "UJDREADFUL' s 
DI2TAC agent" as used in paragraph 2 of Reference is confusing. As far as we 
understand the case, the suspect in the case would be UJDREADFUL himself not an 
agent. CATIDE distrusts their own man. The device was to be used against the 
suspect, without his knowledge. In fact, as we gathered from Identity 1 the 
suspect would not be at all aware of the presence of the rest of the officers. 

It would be most illuminating to determine exactly how this part of the operation 
was controlled and whether "the staffer turned penetration agent" knew of the 
presence of his colleagues, etc. The use of UJDREADFUL In paragraph 3 is equally 
open to question. n Der Sachbearbeiter" would have been one of Identities 3-7, 
under no circumstances Identity 8 or 9* UJDREADFUL is a Sudeten German, speaks 
Czech and Slovak fluently, worked on Czech targets and was chief of the section 
running Slovak operations . He was given an LCFLUTTER on 12 October 1952 with 
results so poor that he was eventually interrogated by three senior CATIDE officers 
on 17 July 1954. On 27 August 1954 MIB sent a strongly worded analysis of his 
record to CATIDE. The investigation to our knowledge continued until 1956 or 
J°57 but nothing drastic happened. When CL *3 questioned OFXEKING 

on 6 May 1964 about the case he was told that Subject had lest his "Beamtenstatus" 
(civil service rating) because the investigation had shown that he had falsified 
his education record. Apparently he was still on the staff as of that time. 

Identity 9 - is another candidate for the culprit. He has been with CATIDE since 
April 1946, and was with the old Abwehr since 1940. He is a lawyer by trade, 
speak s fluent Czech, Slovak, English and some Russian. Subject first came under 
suspicion in 1949 as a possible Soviet agent. Since the suspicion was founded 
oh a denunciation by the notorious Dr. Wilhelm HOETTL, nothing much came of it. 

In March 1953 Subject was ICFLUTTERed in connection with the UJDRGSHKY program. 

The operator's comments were: "This bird is probably engaged in more intrigue 
and dubious activity than any other" (of the six candidates). EGIA-4584 dated . 

23 July 1952# however, opens with the sentence: "UTILITY has categorically 

; reputiated the I£FLUITEH technique and, in the specific case of Subject, has 
from the outset placed no credence in the unsatisfactory findings of the test". 
Subject has probably worked against Czech targets for many years. In 1951 he 
was transferred to the CE section at CATIDE headquarters, working on satellite 
operations. He was at that time apparently responsible for nr#» naration of 
all "build up material" for all Fedrer D/A cases. In 1961 3 

reported that Subject has "an almost pathological interest In *7 material" 

but also that CATIDE according to FILMING considered him "above reproach". -CATIDE * 
0SCHIMMER who LCFUfTYERed Subject in 1962 , described Subject as a blaie verbose 
type who would like to lead one to believe that he had seen and experienced every- 
thing in the world and could; no longer be excited about anything. Subject con- 
sented to testing but pretended to fall almost asleep during the interview. It' 
was obvious that SCHIMMER difil not like the man and considers him somewhat of a 
transparent phony. At the completion of testing. Subject asked to see the charts 
and in the words of SCHIMMER*. "looked them over carefully, making comments, as 
though he had been an expert who had seen a thousand tests". The fact that Subject 
had been previously tested by KUBARK in March 1953# was apparently unknown to 
SCHIMMER and not disclosed by Subject during his second test. SCHIMMER had not 
come to any final conclusion in the test but was Inclined to give a- favorable 
report of the findings.. In July 1962, Subject was moved to positive ops and we 
note that thereafter CATIDE requested BDC traces', curriculum vitae^rid other 
Information indicating that they may have been investigating him again. 

2. As Attachment 1 we are forwarding normal aliases used by Tdens and as 
Item A a description o'f the audio device we made available to Idei 1 for the case. 

In this connection it should be noted that the names contained 1 Attachment 1 
are not used like KUBARK pseudonyms but are "office names" by which CATIDE,. staffers 
normally address and refer to each other. Many times they do not even know each 
others true names. As far as we know all but Identity 3 are addressed in this 
manner. Identity 3 is commonly known by a nickname cited in quotations in 
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Attachments 2. Identity 7 Is often referred to hut not addressed by his 
nickname. Although these aliases are regularly used in daily conversation, 

CATIDERs frequently also use operational names for specific operations so that 
in cotv cact with fZ 3 or C ^personnel they may have used another set 

of names. We also note, however, that most CATIDERs use their true names In 
passports unless there are overriding reasons for not doing so. In a liaison 
operation as the one in question they may very likely have used true names. 
Therefore under Attachment 2 we are forwarding the true names of Identity 1-5 . 
and 8-9. (We do not know the true names of Identities 6 and 7 but would be 
most anxious to have them.) If 3 should have a capability to determine 

any of the true names the officers used ir. passport control, one true name might 
flush them all out. Possibly these identifications may help£T J to spot 

some of the personalities involved in the case. 

V The case itself goes back to 9 September 1964. On that date Identity 1 
told C that he had a special request to make. Ho said that he 

had a fairly smooth running D/A operation which had not been productive for some 
time and that he had had thoughts of terminating it when suddenly he found on the 
other side a legal resident in a neutral country. Since he had some suspicion 
about the sudden "luck” of his "double agent", he wanted an Independent check of 
the operation in the form of a monitoring of the rather lengthy discussions held 
by the "agent" and his opposite number. For that purpose !he asked for the specific 
monitoring device which had been shovm to CATIDERs at a geheral briefing some : 
months before. In order to procure a suitable device, a ray, of course, in order 
to get some information on their operation, we asked for a) rather de trailed de- 
scription of the conditions under which it was to be usedj^ jirri received the 
description of the restaurant, which we now known to ^be^^c^ated in Copenhagen. 

Xn line with his request, we -gave Identity 1, in presence "of Identity 4, on 22 
September, the device cited as Item A in Attachment 1 together with one SRR 
4 Receiver, two SKT-5 transmitters , one Uher recorder and one power supply for use 
with Uher recorder. At the same time we were promised a technical report on the 
performance of the equipment. On 21 December 1964, Identity 1 seated that the 
operation had been completed but that rt his M technicians had trouble deciphering 
the tapes. Since we are to receive the technical report, and since, as we now 
understand it from Reference, the equipment which we gave Identity 1, may not ' 
even have been used, we ^ould like to know, if that can be established, whether 
any of the equipment we gave Identity 1 was used in the operation at alii This 
will give us a clue to Just how convincingly Identity 1 can lie to u«=- and of 
course, whether we should even forward his report when we get to to Cl H as 
■ pertaining to their equipment, or whether we must tell them that the equipment 
was never used and the reoort is a. fake. Reference states that 1 H 3 had 
similar equipment. ‘ 3 If so, we would like to give 

C. H 'the exact" description of what actually was used so they can make a true 
evaluation of the report; regardless of what equipment was Ui'edl 

4. For evaluation of the UJRANDCM aspects of the case we would, like to 

.know

a. Was the "CATIDER turned D/A for the CIS” either Identity 8 or 

Identity 9? If not, can £_ 3 get some description or 

possibly a photograph of the man so that we may be aided in 
our further search for a penetration of CATIDE? 

b. Was the "talkative officer” any one of Identities 1-7? If not, 

can 3 give us any clue to his identity so we may search 

our files and send other descriptions and possibly photographs 
for Identification? An insecure officer who talks after he had 

a bit to drink is of greatest interest to us, specifically, if 
we should be in contact with him. 

«. 5. We finally note that we have no information in our files on the CIS 

personnel involved. Could JL 3 supply us details..^ for the completion of our ' 

file on the case. We note with interest that Identity 2 had on 5 October 1964, 
in connection with quite another operation, requested the CIS mu.* book. We borrowed 
it for him from Vienna and CATIDE had it in their possession at the time of., the
